I tt.d no 
other uſe mede of it by the Generality of Chriſtians, but to be concerned aty:ut the 
Welfare of your Captain, Ship, Gogds, and all the Cariſtian Sailors ou Buard. 
And new, Sir, 1 will give you a particular ahwer, to your Letter. 


I. asto the Captain , here, are Multitudes of food Chriſtians in theſe parts, are 
perſwaded they k him well, and ſpeak well of him; as.a Gentſewam Nobly De- 
{tended from ia Father of great Renown ; greatly beloved in his own and other Na- 
tions; and that the Captain ( gs to hjs nature); is of a lweet Temper and Dilpoi- 
Yions; But thar-he*is apt to be miſſead by ſore of thoſe that he hath advanced; 
who ſeek more their own private advantage, tian his publick welfare , which toms 
concluded was the preat failure of his Noble Father ; and therefore "tis heartily 
deſired, that the Captain would be pleated timely to: conilider ic for his own pretere 
and future good. Sir , I do afſure you, that your Captain is greatly beicred., and

Sir, This is heavy and Heart-breaking 1jdings to all thoſe that love the Captain and 
the Sailors ; But there is a great deal of Joy and Sxtiffattion in the timely D.icove- 
ry of this Helliſh Deſign ( by thoſe that were privy to it: as for the Licuicnane 
whom you ſayis a Mahometen, he is well known in our Countrey; and many Co 4125 
that he is nearly related toghe Captain , which iv@he cautle things go on no bette: ; 
Nevertheleſs he is far Gordo being beloved and honoured as the Captain is, becauſe 


he ita Mabometar, and” liveth in hopes of being Captain hereafier , which is not at 


all pleaſing to the Chriſtians here; becauſe then in all probability the Ship and goods 
will be made a Prize, and the- Chriftian-Sailars made Slaves, or lain (if chey change 
not their Relgion ) which God”Pprevent.” ' © / 


III. As to your Honeſt Boatſwain-, that was murthercd for taking the Confeſſion 
ad Diſcovery of' the Conſpiracy. The fuſt Tidings of it amazed all true Chriſtians 3 
becatſe he was a good Chriſtian himſelf and a great Lover of his Captain; he was 
well known in 'this City ro be'a Gentleman bf faithfulneſs, courage, and of.a ſweet Di- 
ſpoſitionz 1 do aſſure you here hath. been very great mourning for him among the 
Chriſtians , and his Name will be had in everlaſting Eftcem ; he being made a Sacrifice 
for all the honeſt Sailors aboard the Ship.. The MMahometans being ready , if opportu- 
nity preſented to,'aRt the ſecond part to. the. fame Tyne upon other worthy Sailors 
aboard : but for opr' comfort, we hear from other hancs, that the Captain hath now a 
Boatſwain no wayF inferior ( in Faithfulnefs ;; Diligence and Induſtry ) -to the former; 
and that he is a Genleman great Courage, and unſpotted. Integrity; and very faithful 
to the Captain and to all the Ships Company that are Chriſtians: conſtantly ſcifing 

uvilty Mahometans. The God of Heaven preſerve him from the Inhumane Villany his 
redeceſſor met with.

'1V. You. telk us the Captain called a Councel together ; and that the firſt Diſco- 
verer had a-fiit hearing before them; though he had been affronted by ſome Princi- 
pal Officers before: and the Conſpiracy was plainly diſcovered ; and that there was 
a Confederacy between the Aihomergns and the Algerines : the Purſer and fiveother 
Mahometan Rogues that had ſome command in the Ship were ſeiſed and put into the 
Hold : Doubtlets the Counſel are greatly concerned , to find out and proſecute the 

. Conſpirators ; the Diſcoverers having fo frequently declared , that there was a Po{i- 
tive and curſed Deſign againft the Captains Life : And that the Ships Company laevita- 
bly had been expoſed to tlavery and Mahwneran bondage, if they would. not readily 
renounce their Retigion : we likewiſe® here that the Counſel of Officers have the 
greateſt part of their Eſtates embarked aboard the Ship , and if fo doubtleGs they 
and their Poſtetity will unavordably be expoſed to utter ruine. Sir, we are exceedin 
glad to here that to many of the Conſpirators,eſpecially that the Purſer is found out a 

- tecuzed, who hath fo grofly abuſed 2rd cheated the Captain, and the whole Ships 
Company, by Embezling and waſting fo much of the Ships Store committed to his 
Trnft. We are likewiſe Informed that it was a difficult thing to ſeize him, becauſe he

V. You acqua'fit us with a Diſcovery relating to the Murther of che worthy Boatſwain : 
- And that ſome of the Murtherers have had the Sentence of Juſtice Exectited upon chem, 
heing Hang d up at the Main Maſt; it is good News: and and afferts the truth of the OlU 
E-:::lifh Proverd, ( Murther will out ) and we are hereby Encouraged to hope that what 
is Conccaled w'll in a ſhort time be Revealed, and Diſcovered. You tell us he was Trap- 
panncd into the Ahometan Cabbin and there Murthered : whereas from other hands we 
anderftand: That it was one of the Chicfeſt Cabbins in the Ship : Particularly belonging ro 
the Captains Lady. : | 
VI. Youtell us that whilſt the Counſel was warm in ſearching into this Damnable De- 
ſign: And making Proviſion for the fafety of the Captain and Ships Company, they were 
unexpectedly Broken up - And this had been done Diverstimes : Sir, this greatly amazeth 
all S:ncere Chriſtians that here of it: Eſpecially becauſe we underſtand from other han''s, 
that two great Counſels have ben quite Diſſolved : And the third have not been ſuffered rg 
Gt, ſince they were choſen : However we cannot but take goodnotice of that particular 
wherein you tell us,the Wiler fort believe the Captain is Real:becauſe'of his conſtant Pro- 
ſeſſing himfelt a Chi iſtian Neither will it be for his [ntereſt to be otherwile, and that he 
cannot expett a Better Command in the Ship. Beſides he hathin the abſence of the grear 
Countel ſtuck ſeveral Orders on the Main Maft : Commanding all Mahometans to depart 
by ſuch a Dav, to. Spaces from the Chicfeſt Cabbins: And allo Encouragains by 
Rewards, ſuch as ſhould make further D:{coveries, and Apprehend ſuch as were Guilty, 
We cannot but acknowledge that theſe things do fairly lead to Charitable Concluſions of 
the Captains Proceedings : But the Conſideration of the Horrible Deſign againſt the Cap- 
tains Life ; the Ship and Cargo withal the Chriſtian Souldiers and Sailors, togethiet with the 
= ExpeRation of the Mahvierans, that the Lieutenant ſhall come to be Captain ard 
tkewiſe thar the Algerines ate iti Confederacy with the Mahowetens, theſe things Conſide- 
red do put all truc Chriſtians that Love the Captain at their Wirs end : Becaule he ſuffers 
not the prcat Counſel ro fit, notwithſtanding the Generality, fill hope the beſt as to the 
Captains Proceedings : But their hopes are mingled with many, and great fears : Becauſe 
rhe Captain hath manifeſted his Averſcneſs , that the Counſel ſhould Exclude the Licu- 
tenant from Succeeding in his place. And to Eſtabliſh a Chriſtian as his Succeſſour - 
As alſo that the Purſer being Accuſed of many High Crimes, and Miſdemeanours by the 
eat Counſel: Inſtead of being brought to a fair Trial, the Captain hath manifeſted « 
Willingnef rather 'to Pardon him. It is alſo admired that the five great Confpirators 
ſhould liefo long in the hold: And not be baought to a Tryal before the. great Counſel: Its 
generally Concluded that the Jahometan Licutenant, and the Steers man of the Pinnace 
whercin he now. Sails, together with the Algerin Lady : Who is ſo much ip the Captains 
AﬀeAions(and Atquainted with his Cabinet Counſels) : are the chief cauſe of theſe things. 
VIE. You tell us that the Chirurgeons Mate was likewiſe accuſed for Deligning to 
Poiſon the Captain, and that he was Acquitted upon his Tryal. We do likewife un- 
derftand that the generality of Perſons that were preſent at the Tryal, were well fatis- 
fied that he was really Guilty ; and that it plainly appeared, by the Evidence- given in for 
the Captain ( except to thoſe that quitted him being about the number of Thirteen) : Its 
reported that a Legion of ſhining Gods greatly Influenced his Acquittal : Hower it ſeems, 
he durſt not abide on Board in the Captains Preſence, but is fled to the Algerines for his

VIIE. You tell us, that great endeayours fave beer! uſed to corrupt ſome of the chie 
Diſcorerers by falſe accufations;and-to invalidate the ſtrength of their Evidence.and that 
2 new Conſpiracy hath been hatch'd againſt the Chriſtians, endeavouring to make ther. 
culpable of the ſame intended miſcheif againſt the Captain,as the Mahomerans were guil- 
ty of : we cannot but greatly wonder that the Captain ſhould in the leaſt adhere to ſuch 
improbable informations, it being evidenced only by a new-liſted Seaman , who was 
greatly #n favour with the Lieutenant, and-one of his own-Gang. But in this, we-rejoice 
that this Sham-Plot fell into the hands of the wiſe and faithful Mid-ſhip-man ; who hath 
'behaved himſelf in the Diſcovery of it to the ſatisfattion of the Captain and all the

Noble Gaps 
tain came firſt Sond ; and cry out, God bleſs the Captain, one and all, one and all, ws 
will live and diewith him, we will live and die for him. EPs ; 
X. Now Sir, to Conclude, 1 do affure you that the People here generally (zhough they 
arc heartily ſorry to hear of the danger that attends the Captain and Ships Company : } 
vet they are exceeding glad that che Ship is ſo ſtout aShip,8 ſo well mann'd with Perſons 
Integrity and Courage :. Tis Heartily wiſhed that you may haveſvfficiency of Ammunition 
againſt the time of nced,when you may be forced to Dilpute the cauſe with the Algerineg 
and Mahometans, that ſo you may e your Captain,and not be Enflaved by the Adabes 
met an Lieutenant; we fo further heartily wiſh you may have ſound and couragiouy Chri- 
ſtians for all ſorts of Officers, eſpecially thoſe of the Order of the Gglden Chain, thax 
they may not be Adungrels nor Mabomet ant, becaulc the Fore Caftle and Main-Maſt is 
committed to their charge;which if they ſuffer the one tobeBoarded,and the other to be cug 
off, the Ship would be utterly Diſabled, foraſmuch, as it is well known, that the Sa» 
ving or Betraying of the Ship doth depend on the Faithfulneſs or Unfaithiulnefs of the Ofh- 
- cers. But weare glad to hear that the Lord of that Noble Qrder, and few of his Brethren 
have Approved themſelves Faithfyl and Couragious for the Weſfare of the- Captain, agd 
Ships Company: . We hear there is a very Raxe Bird in the. Captains own Cabbin, that 
fings moſt Pleaſaruly, but ſincethis Conſpiracy, he hath changed his Note, and we arcio 
Doubt , what tune be will Sing next, whethcr for the Chriſtouns or the Mabermetans : But 
this we leave to Time to diſcover.
